• Instead of getting weary In well-doing, 
tho temperance people of Dccatur seem 
to bo waking up moro and more every 
day upon tho subject of temperance.— 
On Saturday night another immense mass 
mooting was held In the 
Tabernacle, 


and the enthusiasm was fully up to that 
of any previous meeting. As on previ- 
ous evenings, tlio Reformed Olub march- 
ed through tho streets will) banners 
waving. Al tho Tabernacle they wore 
received with hearty demonstrations of 
applause, and took their seats upon the 
capacious platform. 


The meeting was opened by singing, 


when priiyer was offered by Rev. I. 
Villa™, of Warsaw. (Jon. J. II. Mooro 
wan then presented by the president of 
tho Alliance, D. L. Bunn, Esq., and gave 
an address which indicated doep feeling 
on tho part of tho speaker upon (the 
subject now agitating tho people ot this 
city. Ho anil! ho had Boon the people of 
Docatur stirred before, and alluded to tho 
excitement wlilcli prevailed at the break- 
Ing outjof Iho war nnd durini; its pro- 
Kioss, but ho thought that even then the 
pcoplo wero not as thoroughly arousod 
as now. The ftoneral paid a high com • 
pllmeut to the patriotism of the men of 
Macon county, In saying that tho sent 
moro mou to the war in proportion to 
hoi population than any other county in 
tho Dtiito. 
Ho spoke of tho government, 


imbuing organl/.ed to protect Iho people; 
to gimril tholi mnial interests as well as 
their physical. For this reason tho gov- 
ernment should lay Ita huiul upon tho 
whisky tralllo M onu of tlio worst dis- 
turbers of the poacc, and a powerful 
coini|)tcr of tliu morals of men. He 
spoku of thu evils of Jnlomporancc as 
being general In one way or another. 
There Is scarcely a man who has not 
full to some extent Iho offsets 'of Ihil 
great'ciirno; so great wan the evil that 
ho would inthur confront a powerful 
enemy nil tho battlo-tlcl^lhan to sco n 
member of Ilia family under tho influ- 
ence of alcohol. The speaker declared 
that, if ho had the power to do so, ho 
would close evury saloon In thu land in- 
nkle of- twenty-four hours, and iu doing 
so lie would have regard to tho welfare 
of thu saloon keeper and his family, as 
well us to thu interest of community.— 
lie spoke of the ruin ^influence us an 
overshadowing power, of which |tho 
people, und especially thu business men, 
urn ufuild. As an illustration of this, ho 
cited u conversation hold with a busl- 
nc.su man of Ibis city since those meet- 
Ings onioned, This man, though practi- 
cally a tomperunoq man, and at heart a 
well'Wlshor to tho movon onl now In 
progro^u, had not signed tho pledge, for 
llio reason that should he take an active 
pint In .this wurk, men's names who nro 
now on liis books would come off, and 
their putioiiUKO would bo withdrawn 
from him. This man fmid thai saloon 
men stuck together, and spotted men 
who wore suspected of working agiiiust 
the whisky Interest, and would do what- 
over (hoy cculd to embarrass all such in 
their business; nevertheless the speaker 
did not soo how any good man could 
desert humanity in its contest with a 
groat and powerful enemy. He said it 
was mean for men to be so selfish as to 
engage in u business that would enrich 
thuuiBOlvcB at tlio expense of others, No 
man had aright to driyo a bargain that 
would injure his 
fullowman. 
The 


apuukor tmld it was a tonturo of true 
manhood to forgot one's self so far us to 
Htiiko for the public woal.

Yesterday morning the report came to 


town that two trains had collided on the 
Wsbashncar Sangamon station, about 
\ o'clock In the morning, and straight- 
way there was a rush for vehicles of all 
descriptions to carry sightseers to the 
scene of tho'disostor, Tho location of 
tho accident was between Sangamon 
station and the river, where there is a 
a tolerably sharp curve In the track. 
Tho two trains which came In collision 
were freight trains 14 and 10, and the 
cause of tho accident is said to have 
been the disobedience of orders by the 
conductor of the westward bound train, 
which should have been sidetracked at 
Sangamon, to wait for tho passage of the 
train going east. Instead of obeying 
orders it Is Mid that the conductor of 
tho west bound Ualu thought he could 
make Docatur, before the other train 
loft this station, and accordingly pulled 
ahead, When the trains camo in sight 
of each other the engineers, firemen, 
conductors and train men all leaped out 
in tho darkness, and', strange to say, 
none wore seriously huit. The two en- 
gines camo together with (a terrific crash 
and the cars piled up over each other in 
the wildest possible confusion. A con- 
flagration was the result of course, and 
when monilngjcame it dawned upon a 
scene of desolation and ruin such as has 
never before been witnessed iu this 
neighborhood. Two locomotives nnd 
some sixteen f roight cars lay piled up in 
tho smoking ruins in tho m*st inextri- 
cable confusion, while the smell of burn- 
ing grain filled tho air. All around lay 
the debris of the wreck, broken pieces 
•f cars, fragments of iron from tho en- 
gines, corn and wheat, dry gopds and 
groceries, and the numberless other ar- 
ticles that go to make up the cargo of a 
freight tram. Hero lay tho bell of one 
of tho engines, close by the foot of the 
high embankment down which it had 
rolled, and near by ^woro tho charred 
remnants of a cotton gin which was 
suddenly chocked on its route toward 
some point in the South. Tho larger 
part of the wreck lay upon, the track, 
and tho heat from tho burning pile was 
so great that but little could be done in 
tho way of removing tho obstructions 
from tho road. Tho wrecking parties 
worked faithfully all day, however, and 
about 6 o'clock last evening tho ruins 
had boon sultlciently cleared away to al- 
low tho delayed passenger trains to pass. 


Tho loss is variously estimated at 


from $60,000 to $100,000, and may pos- 
sibly reach tho latter sum, as many of 
the cars which remained on the truck 
wore jammed up and broken so biully as 
to lie scarcely worth repairing. In near- 
ly every one of them tho bumpers were 
broken by tho force of the- collision, 
and in many tho iron* were twisted al- 
most beyond tho possibility of remedy. 
All those which romain«d on the track 
would most likely have boon binned, 
had H'not been for tho fact that the one 
nearest tho lire happened to be an iron 
car, belonging to the New York Co;i- 
trnl R. R. This proved a sufficient bar- 
rier to prevent tho further spread of the 
flames. It was reported yesterday thai 
a tramp, who was stealing a ride on the 
east bound train, had been lost in llio 
ruins, but we believe that tho story is 
discredited by those who would bo most 
likely to know the real facts In tho case,
